Never since the days of Eden has 
woman created a greater rumpus than 
, that age by Miss Ah Tong, former- 

ly of the Celestial Kingdom, and now 
resident in the city of the Golden Gate, 
Otherwise yclept San Francisco. Miss 
Ah Tong is one of twenty-two Chinese 
women, certainly frail, though scarcely 
fair, who was brought over to this coun- 
try by the steamer Japan. They were 
restrained of thei: liberty under a pro- 
vision of the code forbidding the impor- 
tation of foreigners possessed of certain 
affirmities of body or mind, unless the 
emigration company bringing them 
should enter into a bond of $500 per head 
to secure the state for any expense that 
might accrue to it in conseguence of 
their coming. The special infirmity | 
charged against the long-eyed and flat 
nosed Miss Ah Tong, was thatshe was a 
falleu creature—that is to say, profession- 
ally a fallen creature—and she was 
singled out for process of court as a test 
case for the others. 

In the course of time Miss Ah Tong 
has arrived within the austere presence of 
a United States court, and Justice Field 
has delivered dis opinion, declaring her 
right to a foothold in this country, from 
which we extract the following:
